An unusual feature in connection 
with the tragedy was that Assistant 
Chief Wynne, who was formerly head 
of the Hapeville force, met his leath 
in an automobile which his compan- 
ion had purchased only a few hours 
prior to the crash. E. 8. Oliver, of 
the Hapeville Motor company, told 
The Constitution that Melton had 
bought the car with the statement 
that he expected a rum runner to come — 
through Hapeville Friday night and 
that he needed a speedy machine to 
capture it. 

Wynne died at Grady without re- 
gaining consciousness, and details were 


Melton 
said they were chasing a speeding auto 
headed towards Atlanta. 

“As we neared the reformatory we 
passed the machine on the left and 
swerved to the right to block its 
path.”’ Melton stated. “Instead of 
slowing down, the unidentified driver 
increased his speed, striking our right 
rear wheel. We ran toward a ditch 
and our car overturaed. That is 
the last I remember.’’ 

As the police machine left the con- 
crete road it crashed through the 
trees and landed on its Lop, which 
was completely smashed. Wynne,

Well, that’s a shame; your ed- 
neation has been sadly neglected, Get 
some boy scout, girl scout, fireman, 
policeman, medical student, beach life 
guard, first aid expert, miner or doc- 
tor to show you, and do it now, so 
there will be no nightmare. 

How To Restore Breathing. 

One can learn to apply the prone 
pressure method of artificial respira- 
tion only by actually practicing it 
upon a volunteer subject under the 
direction of an instructor. But here 
‘is Schafer’s own description of his 
method : 

“It consists in laving the subject in 
the prone posture, preferably on the 
'yround, with a thick folded garment 
‘underneath the chest and epigastrium. 
(‘The operator puts himself athwart or 
lat the side of the subject. facing his 
and places his hands on each 
‘side over the lower part of the back 
‘(lowest ribs). He then slowly throws 
‘the weight of his body forward to bear 
lupon his own arms, and thus presses 
fupon the thorax of the subject ans 
forees air out of the lungs. This 
being effected, he gradually relaxes 
the pressure by bringing his own body 
up again to a more erect position, 
but without moving the hands.”

Delays Progress, 
Hollomon Says 


Declaring there is nothing behind 


have, and I keep myself in | 


the antagonism to a development pro- 
gram for Georgia but “petty polities,” 
James A. Hollomon, associate editor 
of The Constitution, made a plea for 
a road bond issue at the luncheon 
meeting of the Civiton club Friday 
at the Ansley hotel.

“IT believe the man who loves Geor- 
gia best is the one who goes to the 
root of the trouble and applies the 
remedy,” Mr. Hollomon’ continued. 
“Since we first obtained federal. aid 
in road building, seven years ago. 
we have expended S36.000.000. Of 
this amount the government has given 
about $15,000,000 and individual conn- 
ties have spent about that amount. 

“With this money we have paved 
400 miles of roads when 4.000 miles 
should have been paved. We have a 
checkerboard system of roads devrel- 
oped in Georgia and it can not be 
remedied under the present plan. 

Any sensible man knows that so 
long as it is allocated here and there 
we can not have a continuous system 
of roads, 

“Within the past few months 21 
counties .have voted bonds and it is 
the «duty of the state to keep faith 
with these counties and maintain a 
system of roads.” 

Mr. Hollomon hit the “pay-as-you- 
go’ plan of road building and declar-

At one point a 
number of them rose angrily and 
shouted at the magician:
